DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on 31 October 2000. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

Figures 4A and 4B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, it is unclear how a "cantilever beam shaped" film is formed when irradiating 
and depositing of the thin deposition layer is from "ends" of the sample. A cantilever, by its 
ordinary definition, extends from only one "end". Is the claim requiring more than one cantilever 
beam shaped film? The examiner suggests changing "ends" to "end". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 07- 
037887 (JP '887). 

The claimed process is disclosed at paragraphs 0040 and 0041 and Figure 3 of JP '887. 
The beam is scanned alternately across the repair region which involves shifting the irradiation 
region from ends of the sample to tip ends of the film being deposited. The final structure is a 
bridge in that it joins the two circuit sections 122. Also, the film can be considered a "cantilever 
beam shaped film" as it has the same shape as a cantilever beam. 

The deposition of the electroless layer on the film formed by the focused ion beam 
anticipates the limitations of claims 4 and 6. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 06-1 17849 (JP 

'849). 

The claimed process is disclosed at paragraphs 0006-0008 and Figure E. Given the 
dimensions of the focused ion beam, the dimensions of the final cantilever film, and the fact that 
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deposition of the film must be initiated on the substrate, it is inherently necessary that the 
irradiating region must be shifted from the end of the sample to a tip end of the film. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Matsui et al. (J. Vac. 
Sci. Technol. B). 

The claimed process is disclosed at Figure 2 and at pages 3182-3183. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
